3 Dr. Thompson dropped in to pay us a visit on Friday, November loth. He 
presented a paper at the Academy of Medicine in the afternoon, Sid Shafer, pinch 
hitting for our Scientific Editor, Freddy vomSaal, reports on the meeting as followss 
“On November 10, 1944, Lt. Col. T. Campbell Thompson, Chief of the Orthopaedic and 
Amputation Service at the Walter Reed Hospital, spoke to the members of the New York 
Academy of Medicine on War Fractures. Col. Thompson discussed the management of 

severe fractures (in most cases, compound) from the time of admission to Walter Reed 
to the firel discharge. Many interesting comparisons were brought out betvedn 
civilian and war fractures. ‘ The use of skeletal traction was stressed and the rou» 
‘tine use of internal fixation was more or less discouraged for severe fractures. 
Many interesting illustrations were shorm, and, while seeing;them, one was certainly 
impressed with the excellent ‘work Col, Thompson is doing in tfashington."” 
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
